HOW COOK VEGETABLES 


the April number “Hygeia” there appears 
article with the above title, Evelyn Halliday, 
from which quote follows: 


“By poor cooking possible ruin utterly the 
appearance and taste vegetables and lose most 
their food value well. Brussels sprouts, for instance, 
they are often cooked have bronze green brown 
color, mushy and shapeless appearance, and strong, 
disagreeable taste with odor match. They are 
repulsive, fact, that few care eat them. 
brussels sprouts are properly cooked, however, they are 
like different vegetable. They have delicate green 
color, firm crisp texture, and mild and pleasant 
flavor which relished the most fastidious taste. 
Moreover, these properly cooked ones are more than 
likely have higher food value than the others, for 
oftentimes the process which destroys appearance and 
flavor destroys nutrients well.

Often enough manage lose most 
the food value during the cooking process, but seldom 
usually lose color and flavor the same proportions 
the nutrients. Quite obviously the only way avoid 
doing this kind vegetable cooking learn some- 
thing the properties the substances wish 
save, most especially their solubility hot water and 
their stability under various cooking conditions. 
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are three groups nutrients vegetables— 
vitamins, minerals, and sugar—the solubility and sta- 
bility which should known. 

“Vitamins. generally well known that there are 
least three vitamins, designated and all 
which are essential the growth the young and 
the good health and general well being individuals 
all ages, and that vitamins are widely distrib- 
uted vegetables.

table tested for its presence; vitamin all green and 
practically all yellow vegetables, also leafy tissue, 
such cabbage; and green vegetables, cabbage, 


tomatoes, and also lesser extent roots and 
tubers. 


every one these vitamins water soluble 
and consequently may lost the cooking water, the 
extent the loss course depending whether not 
the vegetable cooked whole pieces and also 
some extent the amount water used and the time 


cooking.”

WHY BOYS FIGHT 


Heywood Broun, his column the New York 
called “It Seems Me,” recently printed the 
following article which social workers with boys will find 
keen and helpful analysis: 


“Bertrand writes Floyd Dell, book 
‘Why Men Fight,’ but add foot- 
note ‘Why Boys Fight,’ here is: 

“1. Boys fight out sheer animal and muscular 
exuberance—sometimes, but not often. 

“2. Boys fight because they are afraid, and fighting 
gives them some reassurance against their own fears. 
Most adults remember such experiences, and that 
why they want little boys ‘defend their rights.’ 
They really mean ‘learn that the other fellow much 
afraid you are’—which the most valuable lesson 
gained from fighting. Fear terrible and devastating 
thing, and fighting sort crude medicine for it, 


which gives temporary relief even does not cure. 
does not need question is, how bring 
children that they have fears which they must 
overcome fighting. 

“3. Fighting, not the defensive but the bullying 
sort, compensation for inferiorities another field. 
boy ashamed because cannot remember how 
spell correctly, and asserts himself bully. 
Egotism demands that one attract attention, and 
cannot the attention approval, then the attention 
blame and fear the next best thing. general, 
habitual fighting neurotic compensation against 
sense inferiority social and constructive ability. 

Fighting also matter ‘honor,’ according 
complex inherited code which partly imposed 
adults and partly created the semi-barbaric condi- 
tions segregated boy world, and fundamentally 
based the old conception ‘manliness’ involving 
demonstrations physical powers aggression. 
Where boys and girls play together, fighting tends 
reduced minimum. This because fighting is, 
the Freudian sense, homosexual and not heterosexual 
unconscious motivation. Militaristic societies are always 
those which there great deal physical and 
spiritual segregation the sexes. 

“5. Boys fight because they have nothing more 
interesting do. implicit criticism the 
arrangement which they are jealously shut out from 
participation the larger constructive the 
adult world. 

sum up, boys fight chiefly because fear, sense 
inferiority, because they are deprived the society 
girls, because code masculine honor based 
the barbaric custom segregation, and out boredom. 
These conditions, however, long they exist, are 
good reasons for fighting, and the boy who does not 
under these conditions worse off than one who

There was well-attended hearing upon the bill and 
persons prominence and influence the state spoke 


its behalf. one appeared opposition. The 
Judiciary Committee, before whom the hearing was 
held, reported unfavorably upon the bill and did not 
become law. One reason for choosing the Uniform 
Illegitimacy Act for presentation was the hope that the 
endorsement the American Bar Association would 
have weight with the Judiciary Committee, which 
usually composed lawyers and with other lawyers 
the legislature. The reason that the bill failed favor- 
able and passage may have been that the legisla- 
ture 1921 had passed considerable volume child 
welfare legislation and there was perhaps reaction 
favor waiting see how the new laws would work out 
before passing further legislation along somewhat similar 
lines.
